Theatre’s debt, rent and subsidy all slashed

Kingston Council has struck a new 
deal with the Rose Theatre that 
will see the venue’s rent slashed by 
£115,000 a year and a £1.75m loan 
written off. 

The borough’s ruling Conserva¬ 
tive administration has drawn up a 
new arrangement that will cut the 
theatre’s rent to just £35,000 from 
£150,000. 

In a report due to be heard by 
councillors next week, officers said 
rent was “much too high” consid¬ 
ering the nature of the building 
and the fact it could not be sold or 
assigned to another party. 

In return, the Rose’s annual 



£500,000 funding from the council 
has been cut to £265,000 a year, and 
will cover the costs of free school 
tickets and council-run and com¬ 
munity events. 

The Kingston Theatre Trust, 
which runs the theatre, will also 
receive an additional £52,000 from 
the council, gradually reducing to 
zero in 2020. 

There had been fears the Rose 
would see its council support 
scrapped in the wake of the Con¬ 
servatives’ victory in last year’s 
local elections. 

Council leader Kevin Davis sug¬ 
gested after his election in May 
that the Rose would have to make 
money if it were to survive. 

But the report also notes that 
closing the Rose would initially 
cost £514,000, and £296,000 for 


every year after the building re¬ 
mained empty in costs including 
security, business rates and 
maintenance. 

Councillor David Glasspool, lead 
member for arts, leisure and her¬ 
itage, said: “These new simplified 
arrangements clarify the relation¬ 
ship between the Rose and the 
council and should assist the Rose 
in securing external funding and 
making financial plans for its long 
term future.” 

Rose Theatre chief executive 
Robert O’Dowd said: “These 
changes are important for the 
Rose and the new agreement is 
welcome. 

“Removing the historic debt and 
equipment lease frees the trust of 
that debt on the balance sheet 
and so will help us to attract inde¬ 


pendent philanthropists and fun- Ticket sales were up almost £450,000

the Rose.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Council¬ 
lor Liz Green welcomed the agree¬ 
ment, but added: “We need to look 
at how many schools want to take 
up these tickets and how much 
running community events in the 
theatre costs. If that goes over the 
£265,000 set aside then we might 
run into problems.” 

The new arrangement comes 
after the theatre’s latest accounts 
showed a loss of more than £50,000 
last year. 

Despite the deficit the theatre 
performed significantly better 
than the previous year when it lost 
more than £200,000.

Cops tell driver to delete 
Dies under terrorism act

A man was pulled over by po¬ 
lice and questioned over ter¬ 
rorism concerns after he took 
pictures of police cars parked 
in a bus stand. 

Kieron Power, 54, took the 
pictures in Kingston town 
centre after his wife was 
handed a ticket for stopping 
in the bay in March. 

Road markings labelling 
the bay, in the Bittoms, had 
been covered up by the police 
vehicles, he claimed. But 
after he snapped the shots 
and began driving home to 
Hinchley Wood, he was 
pulled over by two police cars 
with blue lights flashing. 

He said: “When the first car 
pincered me in front, and the 
other one was right up my 



tail, I thought, ‘Goodness, 
what have I done?’ 

“They told me they were 
stopping me under the 
prevention of terrorism. 

“I had to show them my 
photos and they wanted them 
deleted.” 

Mr Power, a part-time deliv¬ 
ery driver, refused and was 



allowed to continue home 
after he explained why he 
had taken the pictures. 

A Kingston police 
spokesman said: “The man 
was initially requested to 
delete the photos, however 
after the officer clarified 
the Metropolitan Police Ser¬ 
vice’s approach towards 


photography of police offi¬ 
cers and vehicles with his su¬ 
pervisors, he realised the 
man was allowed to keep 
them. 

“The police vehicles parked 
on the bus stand are part of 
the Met’s Safer Transport 
Command and have been 
given permission by the local 
authority to park there.” 

Police guidance on the Ter¬ 
rorism Act 2000 says: “Mem¬ 
bers of the public and the 
media do not need a permit to 
film or photograph in public 
places, and police have no 
power to stop them filming or 
photographing incidents or 
police personnel.” 

Mr Power said he thought 
the police ought to have “just 
come around with it in a gen¬ 
tly, gently way instead of the 
prevention of terrorism”. 

He has appealed against the 
parking ticket, he said.

Tributes to student killed 
in crash near university

A student killed in a horren¬ 
dous car crash that saw seven 
others hospitalised has been 
described by friends and fam¬ 
ily as bubbly, kind and “an 
amazing person”. 

Hina Shamim, 21, died at 
the side of Penrhyn Road 
after the crash with a white 
BMW M3 and a 418 bus on 
Tuesday, March 31. 

She was on her way from 
her nearby flat to the 
Kingston University library, 
to work on her final piece of 
coursework. 

The 34-year-old driver of 
the BMW was arrested on 


suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving, and has 
been bailed until early July 
while police investigate. 

Miss Shamim, a sports sci¬ 
ence and nutrition student 
originally from Peterbor¬ 
ough, was just weeks short of 
her 22nd birthday. 

Her cousin, Tybba Aziz, 
said: “Hina was an amazing 
person. 

“She always saw the best in 
everyone. 

“I will never believe she has 
gone. She loved Kingston, she 
felt it was her home. 

“She was a health fanatic, 
refused to eat anything re¬ 
motely unhealthy and put ev¬ 
eryone around her on a diet 
too. 

“Hina was excited about 
graduating from university. 


“We had planned to go to 
Morocco to celebrate. 

“She is loved by so many 
and will be dearly missed.” 

Friend Monty Sajdewa, 24, 
said on Wednesday: “I was 
calling her last night. When 
she wasn’t answering I 
thought she’d fallen asleep or 
something. 

“When someone told me I 
thought it might be an April 
fools. I just can’t believe it 
was her.” 

Another family member, 
Adeela Tahir, 25, said: “I’m in 
total shock. She was a lovely 
girl, really kind.” 

Darrell Stewart, a colleague 
of Miss Shamim’s at Uniqlo 
in Kingston, said: “She was 
very bubbly, very enthusias¬ 
tic about her sports science.” 

Penrhyn Road was flooded 


by blue lights after the crash 
at about 9pm on Tuesday, as 
emergency workers tried to 
save Miss Shamim’s life and 
attend to the other injured. 

Seven people, including the 
BMW driver and five passen¬ 
gers - two as young as four - 
were taken to hospital. All 
have since been discharged, 
apart from one four-year-old 
boy who was in a stable con¬ 
dition as this newspaper 
went to press.

Clegg heckled over 


broken fees promise

Liberal Democrat leader Nick 
Clegg was heckled by tuition fees 
protesters when he came to Sur¬ 
biton to support Ed Davey in his 
election campaign this week. 

Members of the Trade Unionist 
and Socialist Coalition (TUSC) 
gathered outside the Grove pub 
in Grove Road, where Mr Davey 
and Mr Clegg had been meeting 
supporters and press on Easter 
Monday. 

As they left a small group of 
TUSC members, who had been 
denied entry to the pub by police, 
chanted “Nick Clegg lied to me, 
he said uni would be free”. 

Mr Clegg and Mr Davey ignored 
the group and continued talking 
to the Liberal Democrat support¬ 
ers who had also gathered. 

The protest made national 
news headlines - and a minor 


celebrity of TUSC member 
Richard Donnelly, who berated 
Mr Clegg through a mega-phone 
as he spoke to supporters. 

Mr Donnelly, a well known left- 
wing activist in Kingston and 
member of Kingston United 
Against Fascism, said: “They 
won’t be allowed to get away with 
this for much longer or there 
won’t be any MPs in five years 
time. No one trusts them.” 

Gabby Thorpe, who is standing 
as the TUSC candidate in the up¬ 
coming Grove ward byelection, 
said: “We came here today be¬ 
cause Nick Clegg and the Liberal 
Democrats are going around say¬ 
ing the Tories did this and the To¬ 
ries did that, but they have been 
in bed with them for the last five 
years.” 

Laurel Fogarty, TUSC’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Kingston 
and Surbiton, added: “Clegg and 
his Liberal Democrat colleagues 
joined forces with the Conserva¬ 
tives and broke several of their 


election promises, notably on 
university tuition fees. 

“They have refused to accept 
that their agenda of making ordi¬ 
nary people pay for the crisis of 
the rich has failed.” 

Mr Davey had told supporters 
who had gathered in the pub gar¬ 
den that he had been very proud 
of the way he had fought against 
“Conservative Party cuts” in the 
borough. 

He said he was especially proud 
of his campaign to save Kingston 
Hospital’s accident and emergen¬ 
cy unit and his ambition to get 
Surbiton and Kingston stations 
rezoned. 

He said: “Almost everyone now 
agrees we should be rezoned. 

“The only person getting in the 
way is George Osborne who re¬ 
fuses to release the money to 
make it happen.”

‘A tragic accident’ killed Jamie, 19 


The death of a Kingston Univer¬ 
sity student whose body was 
found in the River Thames after a 
night out, was a “genuine tragic 
accident”, a coroner has ruled. 

Jamie Smith, 19, originally 
from Grimsby, died after a night 
out in Kingston more than two 
years ago, West London Coro¬ 
ner’s Court heard on Wednesday 
last week. 

The second year medical bio¬ 
chemistry student, who lived in 
Villiers Road, Surbiton, was seen 
on CCTV leaving Bacchus bar at 
about 2am on Saturday, January 
19, 2013. 

The footage also showed Mr 
Smith, who worked at Kingston’s 
Jelly Bugs children’s play centre, 
collide with a door and fall on his 
back. 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama said: 
“It is clear from the CCTV he was 
under the influence of alcohol.”

He added: “He was very un¬ 
steady on his feet and he fell over 
twice.” 

Mr Smith was found after 
divers began a search near Barge 


Walk, Hampton Wick, following 
reports of a person in the river 
near Kingston. 

The teenager was found with 
enough alcohol in his blood to 
have been 50 per cent over the 
drink-drive limit, Mr Inyama 
said. 

He added the fact that Mr Smith 
had all of his belongings with 
him when he was found indicated 
his death was unlikely to have 
been the result of a criminal act. 

At the time of his death, 
Kingston University’s course di¬ 
rector Dr Nigel Page said: “Jamie 
was a very polite and courteous 
young man who was always able 
to express himself well. 

“He was very involved in uni¬ 
versity life and was a course rep¬ 
resentative - a role he performed 
extremely diligently. Jamie will 
be very much missed by staff and 
students alike.”

A newsagent worker who sexual¬ 
ly assaulted an 11-year-old girl as 
she shopped for a friend’s birth¬ 
day card in Kingston has been 
jailed. 

Selvaratnam Muthurajah, 49, 
assaulted the girl during a shift 
at Best Value in Tudor Drive last 
October, and was told by a judge 
today he had caused the child 
“real psychological damage”. 

As she looked for a birthday 
card for a friend, he approached 
her and suggested a number of 
cards. 

He put one in her shopping bas¬ 
ket and, as he withdrew his 
hand, touched her sexually over 
her clothes, Kingston Crown 
Court heard today. 

He touched her a second time 


after she had moved away into 
the sweets section, prosecutors 
said. 

Sentencing Muthurajah, of 
Meadowbank, Berrylands, to 
eight months in prison, Judge 
Susan Tapping said: “Life for her 
at home and at school has not 
been the same since. 

“About a month earlier she had 
started at secondary school. Her 
parents were gently and careful¬ 
ly encouraging her in her first 
steps of independent movement. 

“She had the bad luck to be in 
there alone - that is no one’s 
fault. Nor could it have been fore¬ 
seen that you would take advan¬ 
tage of her. You have changed 
her life and inflicted real psycho¬ 
logical damage. It is unsurpris¬ 
ing to read that the whole family 
has been affected. 

“I would be failing in my public 
duty if I did not send you to 
prison today. 


“These courts will protect chil¬ 
dren from sexual predators.” 

Muthurajah, a father of three 
who currently works at Asda in 
Kingston, was also handed a sex¬ 
ual harm prevention order, de¬ 
signed to protect his victim, that 
excludes him from entering a 
swathe of the borough upon his 
release. 

It will not be lifted until the girl 
leaves full-time education. 

Rabin Govindarajah, defend¬ 
ing, said his client played a “piv¬ 
otal” part in his family’s life and 
was a role model for his three 
children. 

He said: “He accepts the crimi¬ 
nality of what he has pleaded to. 
He is deeply ashamed.” 

Muthurajah, wearing a shirt 
and hoodie in the dock, appeared 
impassive as his sentence was 
handed down and stood with his 
arms folded as Judge Tapping 
read her remarks.

Road rage lie 

A man has been ordered to pay £200 com¬ 
pensation and wear an electronic tag for 
eight weeks after he was found guilty of 
a road rage assault. 

Philippe Berry, 49, of Fullers Way 
North, Tolworth, had denied the racially 
aggravated assault against Mahendar 
Surendar, but was found guilty at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on March 19. 

Berry had told the court Mr Surendar, 
who had completed an exam in 
Kingston, was tail-gating him and nearly 
hit a man at a pedestrian crossing, which 
was denied. 

Berry claimed Mr Surendar wanted to 
fight him after he confronted him over 
his “dangerous driving”. 

The confrontation happened in the 
Garth in Hampton Hill. 

Magistrate Laura Boyle said: “We 
found Mr Surendar to be a credible, com¬ 
pelling and convincing witness. 

“Mr Berry said his actions were in¬ 
stinctive and in self-defence - we note he 
was the one to approach Mr Surendar 
and don’t accept his version of events.” 

Berry was sentenced at Wimbledon on 
Thursday, March 26, when he was also 
ordered to pay £620 court costs.

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Survey stalls because of ‘mail blunder’

Kingston Council is blaming 
a Royal Mail blunder for 
failing to deliver letters 
about a controversial care 
costs consultation. 

More than 1,000 letters were 
meant to go out on Monday, 
March 16, to those directly 


affected by plans to increase 
care contributions, but many 
claimed they had not received 
one. The letters confirmed 
public talks on plans to assess 
people on 100 per cent of their 
net income, rather than the 
current 75 per cent, were 
being extended to May 10. 

The council said the letters 
were not delivered by Royal 
Mail and it had “indefinitely 
suspended” the consultation. 


Former Conservative 
Councillor Lynne Finnerty 
said: “This suspension gives 
the council an ideal opportu¬ 
nity to scrap the consulta¬ 
tion altogether. 

“The consultation was 
flawed anyway with two load¬ 
ed questions and officers 
omitting the crucial question 
about the impact of the huge 
increase. 

“Disabled and older people 


and their carers have experi¬ 
enced anxiety and uncertain¬ 
ty since February. The 
council should abandon this 
proposal.” 

Carers were also angered 
after council budget papers, 
published in February, out¬ 
lined a saving of £240,000 by 
assessing people on the pro¬ 
posed changes before the end 
of the consultation. 

The process was originally 


due to end on March 31, but 
after complaints this had 
been extended prior to the 
suspension. 

Councillor Julie Pickering, 
lead member for health and 
social care, previously admit¬ 
ted she was “embarrassed” 
by the way the consultation 
had been dealt with. 

She said: “We have decided 
the only way the council can 
be fair to all is to suspend this 


consultation for the time 
being. We thank all those who 
have responded already and 
we will now talk further with 
our residents and their fami¬ 
nes who would be affected by 
any changes to charging, to 
find a way forward.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman 
said: “We are investigating 
this as a matter of urgency 
and will share our findings 
with the council.”

Service move lacked plan 


Well, it seems we are there at 
last. In September 2015, adult ed¬ 
ucation will move to 46 to 50 
Coombe Road, New Malden. 

It has taken more than four 
long years of lack of informa¬ 
tion, false promises, council pro¬ 
crastination, and complete 
silence from Scott Herbertson. 

During this time the struggle to 
find a better site for a secondary 
school, thwarted at every turn by 
a council with no apparent long¬ 
term strategy whatsoever, 
sought only the easiest option, 
regardless of the impact on all 
the services then at the North 
Kingston Centre, and the subse¬ 
quent distress and pressure on 
Orchard Hill College, and then 
Newent House. 

University 
benefits all 

I am most surprised by the deci¬ 
sion of the local council to reject 
the planning application from 
Kingston University to renew 
and replace its very poor build¬ 
ing stock in Penrhyn Road. 

Throughout the country, uni¬ 
versities contribute enormously 
to the sustainability and growth 
of local economies. 

Kingston University, in local 
terms, is a relatively large busi¬ 
ness with a turnover of more 
than £200m. 

The multiplier effect means the 
impact of the spending power of 
staff and students is therefore 
very significant to the wealth of 
the community. 

The university creates jobs for 
local people and educational op¬ 
portunities for local people. The 
majority of Kingston University 
students come from the local 
area, which also makes the deci¬ 
sion appear somewhat perverse. 

I hope the council will find 
ways to reconsider its position.

During this time, little or no in¬ 
formation was given to students 
or tutors, let alone the public 
being informed. 

During a council meeting, 
Councillor Liz Green stated that 
adult education would be given a 
much better site than the North 
Kingston Centre, much better fa¬ 
cilities and a site that was much 
more accessible. Hard to visu¬ 
alise that one, Coun Green. 

Even then the move did not go 
smoothly. 

First, the children’s referral 
unit, together with the history 
rooms, were to be sited at the 
Dukes Centre. 

Now it seems the much-loved 
history rooms at the North 
Kingston Centre, currently with¬ 


out a home, will be at Guildhall 
in September. 

The voluntary bus service, 
Rakat, was given a totally unsuit¬ 
able site, and is currently being 
moved again. 

It would seem to me that having 
a long-term plan to get it right in 
the first place would be what we 
would expect of our council, and 
would certainly be more cost ef¬ 
fective in the long term. 

At the council meeting on 
March 18, Scott Herbertson said 
they were aware of the need to 
have a longer term solution for 
services, and to try to identify 
premises. Has he not then been 
“aware” for the past three years 
when we realised that the North 
Kingston Centre would close? 


How much awareness does a 
£97,000-£98,000 pay slip require to 
have? 

It is disappointing that after 30- 
odd years there will no longer be 
adult education in north 
Kingston, but hopefully that too 
will change in the future. 

However, with all that having 
been said, we can at last look 
forward to a much more positive 
future, with Sam Burgess now at 
the helm of adult education, I 
know a great many people will 
take advantage of all the marvel¬ 
lous courses that are offered. 

It is a great social asset to the 
area, and people young and old, 
will I know, benefit.

T Tindsight, as it has been said 

I—I many times before, is a won- 

Vli _L -Lderful thing. 

Back in 1993, when David Hare’s 
The Absence of War first pre¬ 
miered at the Royal National The¬ 
atre, many critics regarded it as 
the weakest installment of his tril¬ 
ogy of state-of-the-nation plays. 

The piece, about another 
ill-fated Labour election cam- 
paign, was deemed too “journal- 
istic” and that the protagonist, 
George Jones, was actually 
t just then-party leader Neil 
Kinnock re-imagined as a 
London bachelor. 

Hare, who had been given 
access to the inner work¬ 
ings of Kinnock’s doomed 
bid for No 10, has always 
defended the play, 
claiming it should be 
viewed as a classic. 

It has been cheekily 
revived ahead of this 
year’s election and it 
seems critics and 


audiences have finally got onboard 
with the playwright’s thinking. 

The Absence of War, a co-produc- 
tion by Kingston’s Rose Theatre, 
Sheffield Theatres and Headlong 
theatre group, comes to Kingston 
for an 11-night stint this month. 

Cyril Nri, who plays Oliver Dix, 
George Jones’ chief of staff, says: 
“The problem when it was first 
performed was that there wasn’t 
enough distance. You need a bit of 
distance to see this as a work of 
art. 

“It’s still set in 1992. He [Jones] 
has some of the attributes of Kin¬ 
nock, but you have to remember 
this is George Jones. He’s a differ¬ 
ent person. It’s not just about a 
particular location or time. 

“It’s the rise and fall of a man.” 

In a career spanning 32 years, 

Nri has appeared in some of 
Britain’s most iconic TV shows. He 
played Graham, a barrister friend 
of Miles and Anna’s in cult 90s 
drama This Life, and spent four 
years as Superintendent Adam 


Okuru in The Bill, between 2002 
and 2006. 

Most recently, Nri was outstand¬ 
ing in Russell T Davis’s excellent 
Cucumber, a seven-part Channel 4 
drama about gay middle-aged men 
living in Manchester. 

Neither is he a stranger to the 
stage, having studied at the Bristol 
Old Vic and started out in the 
Royal Shakespeare Company. 

This will be his first time on the 
Rose Theatre stage. 

“What’s great about this play is 
it’s not only a tragedy but a farce,” 
says Nri. 

“And I think the performance by 
Reece Dinsdale [George Jones] is 
actually a thing of wonder. I think 
it overshadows both John Thaw 
and Malcolm Storry [the two ac¬ 
tors to previously play George 
Jones]. 

“Maybe because they were both 
far too close to the time and Reece 
had a chance to look at it in a his¬ 
toric manner, and put it into the 
story.”

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Online estate agent, eMoov, has 
released their first Property 
Hotspots Index of 2015. 

The research conducted by 
eMoov.co.uk monitors the change in 
supply and demand for the most 
populated locations across the UK, 
by monitoring the total number of 
properties sold in comparison to 
those on sale. 

In his recent budget announce¬ 
ment Mr Osbourne highlighted 
that the "Northern Powerhouse" 
had begun to outgrow the south. 

This tale of two halves is high¬ 
lighted within eMoov's latest 
Hotspots Index, as the South 
dominates the top ten hottest 
spots, while the North accounts 
for nine out of ten of the highest 
climbers over the last three months. 

The New Year is often associated 
with change and 2015 has seen a 
shake-up within the top ten. 

Bexley has been dethroned from 
the number one spot, where it has 
sat since eMoov launched its first 
Property Hotspots Index, back in 
February 2014. 

Although it still came a reputable 
sixth in the standings, Bexley 
(62 per cent) has been ousted by 
Sutton, which tops the table with a 
demand for property at 67 per cent. 

The two London hotspots are 
joined in the top ten by a number of 



other outer London boroughs and 
commuter friendly towns. 

The other locations in the top ten 
include, Cambridge (66 percent), 
Watford (64), Bristol (63), Reading 
(63), Guildford (59), Aylesbury (57), 
Havering (57) and Hillingdon (56). 

It would seem the mass emigra¬ 
tion from the centre of London to 
more affordable outer regions and 
beyond, as predicted by eMoov in 
their previous Hotspots Index, is 
starting to become apparent in the 
property market. 


One borough of London that is 
feeling the effects in particular is 
Wandsworth. At 32 per cent, 
demand for property has dropped 
by-11 per cent since December. 

This figure does place 
Wandsworth outside of the top 
50 Hotspots. 

One contributing factor to its 
gradual decline is likely to be the 
area of Nine Elms. With a property 
demand of just 12 per cent, Nine 
Elms is the coldest spot in the UK. 

This will be a surprise as it is 


due to benefit from the planned 
extension of the Northern Line. 

eMoov predict the extension, 
once nearer completion, will in¬ 
crease demand for property in 
the area. But it seems that those 
already selling their property in 
Nine Elms, may have jumped the 
gun and increased the price in 
anticipation. The resulting inflation 
in house prices looks to be a factor 
influencing the low demand in the 
area at present.

Detect property defects 


Hunters have come up with a list 
of five property defects to look for. 

Damp: Keep an eye out for pene¬ 
trating damp or bridging of the 
damp proof course (DPC). 

A property's external wall should 
have a damp proof course, and the 
ground levels need to be at least 
15 cm below this. 

Roof: It's a good idea to take a 
pair of binoculars with you to a 
viewing, so you can try and make a 
good judgement of it's state. 

Look for areas of uneven, miss¬ 
ing or cracked tiles, and ask if you 
can have a look in the loft. 

Chimneys: Chimneys can be very 
expensive to repair. Unless there is 
only a minor repair required, you 
will probably need scaffolding. 


Stand directly in front of the 
chimney and see if it's plumb - 
older chimneys often start to lean, 
meaning one side is more exposed 
to the elements than the other. 

Electrics: Try and find out how 
old the electrics are by looking at 
the consumer unit - if it is made of 
metal and has ceramic wired fuses, 
then it is likely to be at least 25 
years old. This just means that it 
may need upgrading. 

Central Heating : Find out if the 
house has system boiler or a com¬ 
bination boiler. If you don't know, 
turn on a hot tap and see if the 
boiler fires up. Combination boilers 
last around 10 years and system 
boilers about 20, so work when it 
will next need replacing.

What was your first car? I 
bought my first car from my Dad.

One, Lewis 
Hamilton and the best 50 tracks in 
the world and two, my wife on a 
holiday driving through France. 

What is your dream car? I've 
always wanted a Porsche Carrera. 

I had a '64 Porsche cabriolet and 
the memories still shimmer. A 
new one would fit the bill. 

How would you describe your 
driving style? Fast cruising. I like 
a long drive, pretty scenery and 
peace of mind. A lot of people 


don't get into surrendering to the 
chauffeur within, and letting the 
road take you. American roads do 
that like Highway One up the coast 
of California. 

Tell me one driving anecdote 
from your past? I had a very 
unusual car. some called it an Apol¬ 
lo, others an Italia. It had a body by 
Pininfarina and an engine by Ford 
Shelby Cobra. It looked like a Ferrari 
and flew like the wind.
